Applicant's 
arguments are not commensurate with the claims. Kaneko is not relied upon for teaching controlling the CPU to firstly access a common 
area of a specific page in an external memory logically using a melry address and then mapping the virtual common area in the specific 
page pointed to by the memory address to a common area of the external memory. 
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
